In January 1918, U. S- Secretary, 


of Labor -Wilson, Tipon the nomina- 
tion of tho President of the Ameri- 
can Federation of Labor .and 
the 


President of tho National Industrial 
ronforcnco Board, appointed a War 
Labor Conference Board for the pur- 
pose of devising for the period o. 
the war, a method of labor adjust- 
ment which would bo acceptable to 
employees • and employees.

The principles to be observed 


and the methods to be followed 
by the National Board in exer- 
cising such powers and func- 
tions and performing such du- 
ties shall he these specified in 
the said report of the War La- 
bor Conference Board, dated 
March 29, 1918, a complete copy. 


of which is hereunto appended. 
The functions, powers and duties 


cf the board applying more particu- 
larly to the Madison case are as fol- 
low?:

received word that the 
.War Labor Board will not 


appoint an administrator. 
The 


provisions'of the award clearly 
state that the award should be 
carried out "by the parties in.dis- 
pute through conference." Evi- 
dently no administrative ipower 
exists to compel these parties to 
comply. As the "reference to-the 
War Labor Board for adjust- 
ment" has been . denied by .the 
failure to .send an administrator, 
your committee finds^ that there 
is absolutely no 
administrative 


power now left to enforce the 
award. Your .committee is pow- 
erlesa to enforce it and can but 
recommend that the .-• parties to 
the dispute enter into conference 
as originally directed in the award 
and that-they be assisted if nec- 
essary by an intermediary satis- 
factory to both. 
Action should 


be taken forthwith because of the 
long delny occasioned by the dila- 
tory and disappointing procedure 
of the War Labor BoardJ

remain at work; they stayed at^their 
benches, firmly believing that -their 
employers would do the square 
thing. But how Madison workers 
have found out -.differently. '.They 
see that they have been duped, and 
that most of their employers prefer 
industrial serfdom to -democracy." 


Was .Poorly Organized. .. 
"Before last. June, Madison was 


the poorest organized city in Wis- 
consin.
